Obstacles Faced By 
The Race In _ 


NEWARK 


(This is the’ first ‘of a series, of facts to be pub- 
lished about-the conditions affecting Negroes i in various 
municipalities of ‘New. Jersey. ) 


In Newark, as in the several towns and cities of.New 
Jersey, the main drawback found in recent studies has ‘beea 
Hthat-JOBS==the-right=toearnra-livelihood==have=been-sy s 
tematically denied the Negro. : 

This condition exists from the governmental oppor- 
tunities down through private industries and the various 


i relief-opportunities. The recent survey showed that Negroes 
were denied equal opportunity in Civil-Service-employment, 
in WPA work and in non-competitive State, county and 


local employment. 
The denial of this opportunity to earn a livelihood has resulted 


in poor housing -conditions—beeause—of—low—incomes- and -the three- 


sociai plagues of ill health, youthful delinquency and crime. 

Newark had a listed population of 38,880 out of a total popu- 
lation of 442,337 in 1930. The total number of unemployed Negroes 
in 1937 (and this number has increased) was 5,059 males and 2,056 - 
females, : 


LIVING CONDITIONS IN NEWARK 

Of those Negroes employed, the. average. income for the State 
was only $880 a year. The minimum income éstablished on which 
exist is $2,400 a ‘year. It can be seen the Negro 
barely earns one- third of a living wage. The. great mass of Negroes 
earn even less than the $880 a year. Newark has the lowest aver- 
age weekly ‘income of "$13:51! 

In Newark 93 per.cent of the Negroes live in rented dwellings. 
Here the race suffers by, living in unwholesome dwellings and pay- 
ing high rents, in excess of proportion of their ability. to pay. 
These dilapidated dwellings have resulted in a high infant death 
nate of 36.6 per cent. Of 1,797 houses in Newark investigated 
by the survey, 82.7 needed repairs or were unfit to live in. Newark 
experienced an example of the results of such a condition last 
Christmas when four burned to death in a similar deathtrap! « One- 
dwellings do not have hot or cold running water!
